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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, April, 1865. 

Ir is remarkable a literature so rich in memoirs 
as the French should not contain a good biography. 
Is this due to the utter insignificance of their 
domestic life, or is it a task intolerable to French 
vanity to praise one’s friend in more pages than an 
academical eulogy? A life of de Beranger or of 
Scribe by a contemporary friend would be as in- 
valuable a literary treasure as Boswell’s Johnson is, 
and as Lockhart’s Scott is beginning to prove. There 
is de Balzac who died just fifteen years ago, and who 
has to this day in Paris secretaries and co-laborers 
by the score, yet we are ignorant of his life. M. 
Théophile Gautier has given us a thin pampblet, 
written between dinner and supper, with the 
novelist’s name on the cover; and M. Léon Gozlan 
has given us a brief duodecimo, * De Balzac in Slip- 
pers.” But both are only chaplets of anecdotes 
strung together without order. They leave almost 
completely in the shade the dark trait of de Balzac’s 
character—his absolute want of moral sense. M. 
de Pontmartin made M. Jules Sandeau touch this 
side of that novelist’s character (it is true M. San- 
deau denies having made any such observation) : 
“He revealed to me the tincture of madness and 
ingenuous depravity mingled in de Balzac’s powerful 
brain with incontestable genius. He depicted to 
me his frenzied vanity, his passionate longing for 
wealth and luxury, his constant alacrity to leap 
into, and to hurry others with him into the most 
hazardous adventures ; his habit of carrying into 
literary life the jargon of the special pleader, and 
the tricks which Don Juan played off on Monsieur 
Dimanche.” (See Moliére’s “ Don Juan.”’) 

M. Wartel, an old publisher who was ruined 
by de Balzac, has hinted some most deplorable 
stories of the novelist’s love of money and con- 
tempt of the obligation of returning it. I met,a 
few days since in one of our newspapers, a story 
exhibiting this defect in his character, which I will 
tell you. At one period of de Balzac’s life he 
owned a periodical, ‘ Le Chronique de Paris,” and 
as he had no credit, the printer and paper-maker 
required weekly payments. To obtain this money 
he was obliged to resort to more artifices than 
can be described. One day every effort had failed, 
and it seemed that the periodical must stop publi- 
cation. He sat in silent despair in his office with 
two of the three contributors associated with him. 
All of a sudden the third contributor burst into 
the room, exclaiming: ‘Saved! We shall ap- 
pear! I have discovered a capitalist!” De Balzac 
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' ingenuous shareholder whose purse is ready at any 


call, be it South Sea stock or Morus Multicanligs 
companies, lake copper mine or oil well companies, 
the minnow provident Heaven has made that the 
gudgeon go not hungered. He was a tall, thin 
young man, with long flat yellow hair, dressed 
in old-fashioned clothes, awkward, timid, embar- 
rassed ; in fine, everything about him showed the 
pigeon easy to be plucked. De Balzac held out his 
hand; gave the new-comer’s a hard squeeze which 
brought the blood to his cheek. The novelist’s 
servant soon entered the room habited in a silver- 
trimmed livery (which he had borrowed from the 
costumer of a neighboring theatre), and announced 
dinner. “Count, do me the honor to take a seat on 
my right,” said de Balzac. “Is he noble?’ asked one 
of his contributors. De Balzac replied, “ Not a bit 
of it. Iam only flattering the fool’s vanity in order 
to get more money out of him.” The prospect of 
an abundant supply of money put de Balzac and 
his contributors into excellent spirits, the repast 
and wines were of the best quality, and the intel- 
lectual portion of the entertainment was indeed a 
feast. The capitalist ate and drank and smiled, but 
he did not say a word. At the close of the dinner 
de Balzac said: “ Count, you see what our ordinary 
bill of fare is. If you ever again feel like sharing our 
pot-luck, we shall feel honor and pleasure.” The 
company adjourned to the drawing-room for coffee 
and cigars. De Balzac stood with his back to the 
chimney, thrust his hands under the coat-tails of his 
blue dress-coat with gilt buttons, and said: “ You 
know, count, that I am chief editor, absolute man- 
ager, and proprietor of ‘Le Chronique de Paris,’ a 
periodical destined at no distant day to ruin ‘La 
Revue des Deux Mondes’ and ‘ La Revue de Paris.’ 
I have been informed of your desire to become my 
partner. Such propositions have frequently been 
made to me, and, to tell you the truth, not a day 
passes but one or two people press me to give them 
a share in my periodical. I have heretofore uni- 
formly declined these offers, but the common friend 
who introduced you to me is so particular a friend 
of mine that I can refuse him nothing, and I will 
make that exception in your favor which hitherto I 
have refused everybody. I regret, however, to say 
that I cannot let you have as many shares as you 
may desire. The very utmost I can do is to give 
you 50,000f.- worth of shares. But I beg that you 
will not ask me for another; I cannot give it you.” 
The capitalist replied: “M. de Balzac, I will

“Shakspeare is one of the poets who struggles most 
against the translator. The antique violence done 
to Proteus symbolizes the effort of translators. ’Tis 
a terrible task tocatch genius. Shakspeare resists, 
he must be mastered. Shakspeare escapes, he 
must be pursued. He escapes by ideas and by ex- 
pressions. Remember ‘ unsex,’ that lugubrious de- 
claration of neutrality between good and evil made 
by a monster, that placard posted on a eunuch con- 
science. What intrepidity is necessary to reproduce 
clearly in French some insolent beauties of this 
poet! For instance, ‘Buttock of the night,’ where 
one discovers the secret parts of darkness. Other 
expressions seem to be without any possible equiva- 
lent. For example, ‘green girl,’ whose literal 
translation has no meaning in French. Some of 
his phrases may be called impregnable. Shakspeare 
has a sunt lacryme rerum. In ‘we have kissed 
away kingdoms and provinces,’ the unutterable is 
expressed as well as in Virgil’s deep drawn sigh. 
This gigantesque expenditure of destiny made in a 
bed, these provinces melting away in kisses, these 
possible kingdoms vanishing on the pressed lips of 
Antony and Cleopatra, these empires dissolved in 
caresses, and adding inexpressibly to the thrills of 
amorousness by their grandeur, amorousness as 
empty as themselves—all these sublimities are in 
the sentence ‘kissed away kingdoms.’ ” 

Here are the last lines addressed to the French 
Emperor on his “ Life of Cesar ;” they are written 
by Signor Giorgini :— 

Dum nova moliris, veterum monumenta revolrens, 
Desine mirari que superare licet. 

Gentibus injecit vincendo vincula Cesar; 
Vincendo gentes solvere vinela jubes.

VITALITY OF BOOKS. 

Ir the life of men and women were as brief as 
the life of most books, the young people would 
have everything theirown way. There would be no 
grandfathers or grandmothers, and only here and 
there a father or mother, an uncle or aunt. Few 
books, comparatively, live to be five or even three 
years old. Those that linger beyond that age usnu- 
ally owe the distinction to some adventitious cir- 
cumstance, and often to the freak of some biblio- 
maniac. When once fairly laid on the shelf the 
places that once knew them know them no more—- 
except in catalogues. 

It must be not a little mortifying to the pride of 
an author, to find how short-lived his choicest pro- 
ductions are; and were it not for the extra store of 
nourishment which his vanity lays up during the 
brief stay of his book in public sunshine, it would 
be very hard to bear.

which otherwise it might take years of effort to ob- 
tain, or which, more probably, would not be attain- 
able at all. 

Those who have not been at some pains to investi- 
gate the subject would be surprised to find how 
rarely the public eye gives more than a mere glance 
at what is called the “current literature” of the 
day. We go into a book-shop, and find the books 
that have been brought out within a few weeks or 
months occupying a prominent place on the counter, 
As soon as the titles have become familiar to those 
who are wont to look at books and talk about them 
even if they do not read them, they are silently 
withdrawn a few paces from observation (as second 
childhood retires to private apartments), giving room 
to the new candidates for favor at the hands of a 
“discriminating” public. In a very little time 
another change is noticed, and now, if we want one 
of the books that were so conspicuous a few months 


‘ago, we timidly inquire if a copy is on hand, where- 


upon the step-ladder is forthcoming, and a search 
for the book that is described as “away back 
there,” or “under the upper shelf yonder, where 
the dust-brush is,” may bring the skulker to 
light. Thus it is—who can tell why ?—that this 
notable array of choice new works, which seized the 
eye so lately, has vanished like a dog-day mist, and, 
with rare exceptions, might as well be half a cen- 
tury as halfa twelvemonth old. 

There comes a time, however, in the experience 
of some books, when they may be said (as they say 
of people sometimes) to “renew their youth.” The 
author may have acquired a stock of fame by new 
productions of his pen sufficient to endow his earlier 
efforts, and so there may come out a “uniform edi- 
tion” of all his works, and thus a sort of spasmodic 
life will be imparted to those that were all but 
dead. Or, it may happen that some artist finds or 
fancies subjects for original designs ; and when the 
actual merit of the book will not suffice to galvan- 
ize it, the pencil and graver are tried, and the result 
is “a new and beautiful illustrated edition ;” the 
adornments serving the same purpose in giving it 
life as the plumes upon the hearse do in giving 
life to the senseless form over which they so grace- 
fully nod. 

Or, again (and what is perhaps more common), 
some aspirant for literary titles and renown calls 
one of these departed book-spirits from the “ vasty 
deep,” and by a sort of hocus-pocus device called 
“annotations,””' or “ notes critical and explanatory,” 
clothes the author with a brief supplementary life; 
but it is a cruel process if the spirits have the least 
sensibility—and Judge Edmonds says they have. 

It is curious to run one’s eye over the index of 
reviews in some magazine, not more than twenty 
or thirty years old, and note how few of the titles 
are now to be found on any bookseller’s catalogue. 
Some of them we can remember were much more 
widely known in their time than most of the books 
published in the last five years. The “ Velvet 
Cushion” by Cunningham, and “Celebs” by H. 
More, may be cited as average specimens of the 
class of books to which we refer. 

It is not easy to tell what becomes of the larger 
part of published books. We may suppose that of 
an edition of four thousand copies of the life of & 
Christian missionary of considerable repute pub- 
lished to-day, not more than four-fifths (probably 
not three-fourths) would go into the hands of private 
purchasers ; and of these we should find the larger

| Awnctent Exouisu-MaDE Parer.—A correspondent 
of “The Reader,” referring to the fact that linen 
paper manufactured in England as early as 1388, is 
| to be seen in the Record Office, in London, declares 
that he has in his collection “a letter of King John 
of France, written at Windsor, immediately on his 
arrival in England, as a prisoner of Edward the 
Black Prince, after the battle of Poictiers, and dated 
November, 1356, exactly thirty-two years before the 
date of these record rolls. This interesting and his- 
torical letter is addressed to his son Charles, after- 
wards Charles the Wise, and it is supposed to be 
the oldest autograph of a European sovereign in 
existence. It is written upon strong, closely wire- 
wove paper, and evidently made from a coarse linen 
pulp, in which small portions of the outer bark of 
the flax plant can be seen glistening on the surface 
with the naked eye. The ink, after the lapse of 
more than five hundred years, is as fresh as if the 
letter had been written yesterday.” 

He adds that “the Rev. Edward Trollope, who 
has published the most carefully compiled account 
of King John’s captivity in England, informs us that 
there was an extensive manufactory of paper at Lin- 
coln, in his own county, long before the arrival of 
the royal captive at Somerton Castle.” 


Tae Duke dE Morxy.—This publicist, brother of 
Napoleon III., whose death has caused no small 
sensation in Europe, was himself an author, having 
written a pamphlet on Sugar, and contributed 4 
political article to the “Revue des Deux Mondes.” 
M. H. de Villemessant, writing about him, says: “He 
knew his Paris admirably well. Every name, from 
the highest in letters to the smallest farce-writer, 
was familiartohim. He read all the current litera- 
ture; and no literary or artistic work made its 
appearance upon which he was not soon able to 
give an opinion. At his morning receptions in his 
bedroom he gave welcome to artists and men of 
letters, and with them he would gossip about the 
new piece or the new book with a charming famil- 
iarity. He never made idle promises. He never 
used the holy water of courtiers. He was at the 
service always of artists or literary men in trouble. 
When “Figaro” was on the point of perishing by 
‘the strong arm of the law, his powerful intervention 
| saved it.” . 

Tue Hoty Laxyp.—Mr. Hepworth Dixon, who has 
been travelling in the East, is about publishing his 
travels in Palestine, in two volumes, with steel il- 
lustrations and wood-cuts. 
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Taomas A Kempts.—Among the new books pub- 
lished in London last month is a new translation 
of the “ De Imitatione Christi,” usually ascribed to 
Thomas & Kempis, with a vignette from an original 
drawing by Sir Thomas Lawrence. 

British BrsriogRaruy.—J. Payne Collier, author 
of “ The Poetical Decameron,” and one of the best 
editors of Shakspeare, is about publishing, in 2 
vols. Svo., each 600 pages, and in half-bound mo- 
rocco, “A Bibliographical and Critical Account of 
the Rarest Books on the English Language, alpha- 
betically arranged, accompanied with numerous 
extracts, in verse and prose, and a very cvrious and 
copious index.” This will give the results of fifty | 
years’ reading. Only a limited number of copies 
will be sold, price three guineas. 

ScuinLeR.—A series of Almanacs, once the pro- | 
perty of Schiller, the poet, in which he had made | 
numerous manuscript memoranda, has been repub- | 
lished in Germany. One entry is to the effect that, | 
in August, 1799, he wrote a letter to R. B. Sheridan, | 
who was then translating “ Pizarro.” It is probable | 
that Mrs. Norton, who possesses most of her illus- 
trious grandsire’s papers, also has that letter. | 
’ GerMAN PuttoLtocy.—The Leipsic Senate, at the 
request of ten of the ablest University Professors of | 
Germany, have allowed Dr. R. Hildebrandt, sixth | 
Professor of the High College at St. Thomas, to take | 
from his usual labors the time necessary to continue 
and complete the “German Dictionary” commenced | 
by the Brothers Grimm. Accordingly, his salary 
remaining undiminished, his lessons will be reduced 
from eighteen to eight hours weekly for the term of 
three years. 

“Sam Suicx.’’—Mr. Thomas Chandler Haliburton, | 
who was a judge in Nova Scotia from 1829 until 
1850, when he retired on a pension, and is chiefly 
known in literature as author of three series of 
“Sam Slick, the Clockmaker,” is annotating a new 
illustrated one-volume edition of that amusing 
work, which will be published in the autumn by 
Bentley of London. Mr. Haliburton has been a 
member of the British House of Commons since 
May, 1859, having been elected for the borough of 
Launceston, in Cornwall, through the influence of 
the late Duke of Northumberland. It is not proba- 
ble that he will be re-elected. He did not succeed 
as a speaker in Parliament, and was a strong parti- 
san on the Tory side. 

Exptoration oF ArricaA.—Dr. Livingstone is 
about proceeding upon an exploration to the district 
between the north of Lake Nyassa and the south of 
Lake Tanganyka. As British Consul to the native 
races of Eastern Africa, he has a salary of £500 a 
year. A private friend has paid £1000 towards the 
new expedition, the Royal Geographical Society 
promise £500, and the Foreign Office will give as 
much more.

Ositvary.—Mr. C. F. Lascettes Wraxat. This 
gentleman, who succeeded to his uncle’s baronetcy, 
has died at Vienna, aged 37. His last work, on 
French literature, is “The Second Empire.” 

—— Sir Josers Paxton, the designer of the Crystal 
Palace of 1851, a romance of iron and glass, has 
died, aged 61, For many years gardener and forester 
to the late Duke of Devonshire, he latterly was his 
intimate and trusted friend. He was knighted for 
having planned the Crystal Palace, and had pre- 
Viously retired from his situation at Chatsworth, 
one of the Duke of Devonshire’s palatial country- 
Seats. He entered Parliament in 1854 for Coventry, 
and was re-elected at three succeeding elections 
Without opposition.

BOOK NOTICES. 


RELIGIOUS, 

An Exposition of the Thirty-nine Articles, Historical 
and Doctrinal, By Edward Harold Browne, D.D., 
Lord Bishop of Ely. Edited, with notes, by J. 
Williams, D.D., Bishop of Connecticut. pp. 871. 
New York: H. B. Durand. 

The work of the Bishop of Ely has passed through 
five editions in England. It is probably in more 
extended use than any other exposition of the 
Articles which has yet appeared. His sources of 
interpretation are the natural, literal, and gramma- 
tical meaning of the text, the circumstances attend- 
ing the controversies which have prevailed in the 
church, other authorized formularies, the writings 
and opinions of such men as Cranmer, Ridley, and 
Parker who drew them up, the doctrines of the 
primitive church, and the general sentiments of 
English divines. These elements, both historical 
and doctrinal, are admirably blended, and the 
volume may be read, not as a polemic, but as a 
body of expository divinity. The American re- 
publication is made with the consent of the author, | 
and Bishop Williams, the editor, has become tho- 
roughly familiar with the work by having used it 
for purposes of instruction for many years ‘ with,” | 
as he says, “an ever-growing sense of its value.” | 
Its merit is universally acknowledged by the mem- | 
bers and clergy of the Episcopal Church both of 
England and America, and it will be found to con- | 
tain a vast body of historical, doctrinal, and eccle- | 
siological information extremely valuable tostudents | 
of theology of all denominations.

Mr. Durand has here reproduced in a very read- 

able form a tract memorable in the history of recent 
theological opinion. The interest now taken in 
one or two late works of Dr. Newman has doubtless 
recalled attention to this early statement of some 
of his views.

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in the valley of the “Clive,” in northern New 
Jersey, in the year 1838, and entered West Point 
in June, 1856, where he graduated in due course, 
the fifteenth in his class, receiving the honor of the 
yaledictory oration. 


Life of Horace Mann. By his Wife.

We have here a full personal portraiture of Mr. 
Mann, and an exhibition of his opinions and labors 
in the cause of education and of those other refor- 
matory interests to which he devoted so much of 
his thoughts and time. He finds in his wife an 
affectionate biographer, and she is frank enough to 
confess that where others see faults she sees only 
virtues. His life is minutely traced from his birth 
at Franklin, Mass., in 1796, and abundant use is 
made of his correspondence, addresses, and journals. 
The volume presents a complete view of the man 
intellectually, morally, and politically. The pub- 
lishers have issued it in excellent style, and it will 
doubtless be heartily welcomed by the numerous 
friends of the subject of the biography.

He overflows with 
geniality, variety, naturalness, and poesy, and pre- 
sents a marked contrast to the artificialities and 
conceits which bid fair to convert the verse-making 
of this generation into mere skilful word-monger- 
ing.

Joseph C. G. Kennedy, Esq., as Superintendent of 
the Census Bureau, seems to be the right man in 
the right place. He comprehends the fact that the 
collection, comparison, analysis, and interpretation 
of statistics constitute a science which is to be 
treated in a philosophical, and not merely in a 
clerical, spirit. For years he has devoted much 
thought and research to this department, and, in 
dealing with a mass of facts, has acquired an apti- 
tude which enables him to elicit their real signifi- 
cance. Having had the exclusive superintend- 
ence of the taking of two censuses under the law 
of 1850, and compiled the principal details of them, 
we are not surprised at the practical thorough- 
ness and administrative talent which he exhibits. 
In his official visits to Europe for the purpose of 
investigating the manner of conducting statistical 
inquiries in other countries, and in his attendance 
upon international statistical congresses, he has 
acquired valuable knowledge, both theoretical and 
practical, and his own merits and labors have been 
handsomely acknowledged. He is probably the 
most accomplished statistician of the country, and 
few, if any of the co-workers in this department in 
France, Germany, Belgium, or England are his 
superiors. The published results of the eighth cen- 
sus attest the capacity of the superintendent. They 
are far in advance of any of our previous reports. 
The delay which has attended their appearance is 
not due to the Bureau. These results are contained 
in three volumes. The first of these is the Prelimi- 
nary Report, which is the smallest in size, but by 
reason of that very fact, and of the character of its 
contents, it is best adapted to impart popular infor- 
mation. It is an admirable illnstration of the value 
of statistics in the hands of a skilful interpreter of 
them. The real meaning of the census is here 
evolved in a review of all the great interests of the 
country, and a picture of our national condition is 
drawn the equal of which, we may say with literal 
truthfulness, can be found nowhere else. The 
groupings of facts, the classifications, the analyses, 
the lessons they teach, are all conducted with a 
fertility, suggestiveness, and skill, which treat the 
multitudinous figures as a raw material to be 
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worked up into the form of intelligible and instruc- 
tive demonstrations. The Preliminary Report was 
followed successively by the two quarto volumes 
containing the Report on Population and that on 
Agriculture. Now it would have been a matter of 


mere clerkly industry and mechanical accuracy to | 


have collated and transcribed the appropriate 
figures from the returns. But Mr. Kennedy has, 
in fact, by an intellectual labor of generalization, 


produced an original work, for each of the vol- | 


umes contains an elaborate introduction, that of 
the Agricultural Report containing 172 pages, 
while the tables occupy only 192 pages. As a 
specimen of official faithfulness and earnestness, 
these volumes may be referred to with confidence, 
and they retiect‘credit both on the officer and the 
country. It would instruct and charm any thought- 
ful mind to study the wise and striking deductions 
which Mr. Kennedy draws with the unerring accu- 
racy of mathematics from these multiplied columns 
of figures. As they stand side by side in unending 
rows, the eye is wearied with their apparent mean- 
ingless monotony, but when marshalled by the hand 


of the master we find them teeming with unexpected | 


and invaluable lessons. Were we to take any par- 
ticular subject, we could illustrate in particular 
what we have been saying in general. We are 
aware that a “Pub. Doc.” is not usually regarded 
with interest by a book collector, and we have re- 
ferred to these for the purpose of discrimination, by 
indicating their value.
